The column this week. is a point of per- 
sonal privilege — to ask you to pray for me 
on a special assignment which will culminate 
on June 10. Many times your letters and 
phone cails and personal conversations have 


- asked me to share a prayer object with you. 


Now it is my turn. 


There is one literary technique, among nu- 
merous others, which we high school teach- 
ers have difficulty teaching our students. It 
is called irony; and WHhen employed; causes 
things to turn out quite different from what 
might be expected. 


If I could take all my students to Dallas 


Maid’ $éat"tiem in the audience of the Annual

would see a classic working of irony. 


- I am the wife of a guy. whose preaching 
and speaking ability is right up there with 
S.B‘C.’s finest. I am the sister of one of 
S.B.C.’s leveliest ladies. Not only is she 
easy to look at, she is extremely easy to 
listen to. You may have never seen her or 
heard her, but you’ve prayed for her many 
times on July 21, as you saw Mary Lee 
Trenor Askew, (Mrs. D. Curtis) listed on your 
Calendar of Prayer. 


While I may be able to take a ,handful 
of words and help them arrange themselves 
“shape;“P’ve-never—been 
much of a speaker, and certainly no looker. 


Nevertheless, it is neither my eloquent 
husband nor my queenly sister who will be 
speaking twice at Dallas. It is I, the mousy 
one, the tongue-tied, bland-voiced one, who 
will be. This is irony. 


It would have been a natural, expected 
turn of events for Mrs. Mathis to call my 
husband and ask him to bring one of his 
good missionary messages to the W.M.U. 
congregation, or for her to call Sister to 
share her mission field experiences, but it 
was a total surprise for her to call me and 
ask me to come to the Meeting and, in effect, 
to give some of my writing out loud. This is 
irony. 


After surprise came disbelief — the first 
time I ever really wondered if I had only 
dreamed something and then thought it 
really happened. Then came sheer, stark, 
undiluted terror — weeks of it. Intermittent- 
ly came dismay that I had agreed-to stand 
before women and talk about spiritual devel- 
opment when scarcely a day goes by without 


_ my feeling like a total failure in some wom- 


anly way or two. Twice I began letters to 
back out of participation — never finished 
them. For I knew that through this experi- 
ence of mine, one thing, if nothing else, 
coould be said to hundreds of women, many 
of whom may feel they are mousy ones, 
tongue-tied, bland-voiced ones: You never 
can tell what exciting way the Lord may 
use you! 


Because of the terror I felt; I wondered 
if maybe the Lord had given me an excit- 
ing way a bit too big for me to handle. 
Again, I knew I didn’t have to handle it, and 
I did with my terror what I have done on 
other occasions when -emotions too big for 
me to handle welled up. I reached it out to 
the Lord, and when He had taken it firmly 
in His

mind and stillness of heart, and I took it.

is performed through a separate De- 
partment of Evangelism. This does 
not mean that evangelism is de-em- 
phasized, but rather that every facet 
of the board’s work is. undergirded by 
and supported by a division which 
processes materials, plans programs, 
perfects methods and prepares per- 
sonnel to permeate the totality of the 
board’s work with an ornare 
thrust. * 

Of necessity there is considerable 
over-lapping in the practical. function- 


. ing’ -of*the-various- boards and agen- 


cies of the Convention. In publishing 
materials—for—the—Sunday—S-c_h-o-ol — 
(Southern Baptists’ most effective 
soul-winning agency), the Sunday 
School Board has a great evangelistic 
ministry. In its world mission enter- 
prise, the Foreign Mission: Board is 
dedicated to evangelism abroad. The 
Radio and Television Commission 
wins thousands to Christ each year in 
its evangelistic outreach. Other boards 
and agencies share in the task~ of 
bringing men to Cffrist. I thank God 
for the evangelistic efforts of all these 
boards and agencies. To strip any one 
St them, or all of them, of their role 
in evangelism would be to re-structure 
these boards and agencies, and to un- 
dermine the Biblical philosophy upon 
which they were founded and by 
which they operate, 

SECOND, IT IS ECONOMICALLY 
UNFEASIBLE. 

To establish a new and separate 
Commission would require an en- 
larged staff, new and larger build- 
ings, separate facilities for prepara- 
tion of materials, and countless other 
procedures requiring extensive finan- 
cial support. In my opinion, it would 
take many years and the expenditure 
of millions of dollars before a Com- 
mission could amass the personnel 
and resources to give evangelism as 
much exposure, nationwide, as it is 
presently given through the» multi- 
faceted ministry of the Home Mis- 
sion Board. 

THIRD, IT IS FUNCTIONALLY 
IMPRACTICAL. 


Keep Evangelism In Home Mission | Board 


In the ‘history of the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention, Commissions have 
never attained the strength demon- 
strated by the various boards. Com- 
pared to the resources. of money and 
personnel available to boards, the 
commissions have been relatively 
weak. By its very nature, a commis- 
sion serves a limited function com- 


pared to the role filled by a board. 


Eaclf of the cdmmissions of South- 
ern Baptists is filling its assigned role 
admirably, but no commission is 
equipped to.match the magnitude of 
ministry performed by the Home 
Mission Board. 


This can be illustrated by a recent 
pefsonal €xperience. It was my privi- 
lege, earlier this year, to participate 
in ‘the annual evangelistic crusade in 
Alaska." This. effort was jointly spon- 
sored by the Alaska Baptist Conven- ‘ 
tion and the Home Mission Board. 
From every standpoint this extensive 
evangelistic effort was felt to be suc- 
cessful. 


The Home Mission Board.is already 
deeply involved in the work in Alaska 
through supplemental aid to pastors’ 
salaries, loans for church buildings, 
student summer . mission programs, | 
and. other . projects shared , with the 
_ Alaska, .Baptist. Conventiony x1 Bis: 

Assuming the! existence’ dias separ- 
ate Commission on Evangelism, the 
promotion of such a revival crusade 
would have injected an additional 
Southern Baptist agency into areas 
already being-served by an agency 
of the convention. Inevitable conflicts 
would result. Furthermore, I cannot 
conceive of a commission being able 
to bring to bear all the necessary. re- 
sources which made possible the mas- 
sive joint effort which I witnessed in 
’ Alaska. 


Apparently, what is oe is not_a 
realignment — of agencies, ora re- 


assignment, of prograliis, but a rede- . 


finition of evangelism. New Testament 
evangelism is more than revivalism 
and mass crusades, It is an effort + 
under the leadership of the Holy 
Spirit to bring all men to an experi- 
ence of salvation through Jesus 
Christ. 

It is, furthermore, an effort to bring 
the full implications of the ‘gospel of 
redemption into the totality of man’s 
experience. 

True’ evangelism is more than lead- | 
ing men to an initial experience of 
faith in Christ. It is this plus the cul- 
tivation of the “converted into -Chris- 
tian maturity and aecicuted disciple- 
ship. 

We need a greater dcaghasia on 
evangelism in our local churches, but 
we do not need another organization 
to promote evangelism. Instead, we 
should make the best possible use of 
the Sunday School, the missionary or- 
ganizations, the music ministry, the 
bus ministry, the worship services, 
revivals, outreach visitation, an oth- 
er programs which are already avail- 
able. 

Yes, I agree that evangelism needs 
more exposure. But this increased ex- . 
posure will come, not as the result 
of setting in motion a new commis- 
sion but by strengthening every facet 
of the ministry of the Home Mission 
Board, including its exvellent Depart- 
ment of Evahgelism.

T he 
instruction given by 
| the apostle Paul is of 
urgent relevance for churches in our 
time to guide them in a redemptive 
witness for Christ, “to warn them as 
to problems which are hurtful to 
Christian fellowship, and to ‘inspire 
them with*assurance of the Christian 
hope.

People became Chris- 
tians in spite of misunderstanding and 
criticism, in spite of peril and hard- 
ship. But their faith meant joy in the 
Lord, joy generated by the activity of 
the Holy Spirit. In this respect, 3 
new converts were imitators of 
missionaries who had brought the &ps- 
pel to them. Both missionaries and 
converts were sharing, at least to a 
degree, in the sufferings of Christ. The 
believers in Thessalonica thus became 
an example for other believers. Faith- 
fulness in spite of affliction validated 
the reality of their Christian commit- 
ment. On this basis they were @ 
sounding board for the truth of the 
gospel.
